It is well known that feprennial Variiaments were 
firft introduced by the Whig Minittry, in the beginning of the 
reign of Geo. J. in order to eftabli{h the Fanos criaw interelt, 
as, by the pasliamentary politics of Queen Anne, they were 
then wiennial, aod a Jory Miniltry in poffeiion of government 
when fhe died. 

“ Since that time, feveral atrempts have been made to re- 
ftore them to their piiltine purity of a tricanial duration, but 
which have been hithertu always rejc ted, more, perhaps, from the 
idea that the family was not firntly eftablithed, and that trien.

T a public numerous Meeting of the Working Weavers, held on 

\ the 28th of July laft, in the Green of Glafgow, in order to op- 
pofe the then propofed Taxes on Printed Linens and Cottons, it was 
unanimoufly agreed to make choice of a Committee from ameng them- 
felves to draw up a memorial, to be fent by exprefS to the Britih Par- 
liament. Before the Committee had time to make up their memorial, 
they reccived information, that the propofed taxes were fo much new 
modelled, that the trade would not be very materially hurt by them. 
This occafioned the Committee to defer fending their memorial, till the 
particular alterations were fully known, in hopes that the matter might 
have been fettled to general fatisfaction. ‘They were, however, much 
mortified to find, that, after all, the duties ftill laid on the above ar- 











* ticles will fo much aff-é& thefe manufactures, that many of the working 


people now employed in them, will be forced to betake themfelves to 
foreigh countries, (where their induftry and ingenuity will not be cruth- 
ed), unlefs the Britith Legiflature fhould think fit to take off thefe du- 
ties, and allow the manufactures proper encouragement and prote¢tion. 
And it appears particularly alarming to the Committee, that the infant 
manufaéture of muflins fhould be Joaded with a duty, apparently de- 
figned to extirpate that manufaftory in this country, Aud in confider- 
ation of thefe particulars, the Committee came to the following refo- 
_Jutions, viz. 

Refolved to open a correfpondence with the working people of their 
profeflion, in all the manufacturing towns in Scotland and England, in 
wrder to afcertain their opinions, and unite with them im remonttrating, 
in a legal and conftitwional manner, for a repeal of the duties on the 
printed and bleached goods, early next feffion of Parliament.
